transports have been sunk in a fourth attack upon Port Arthur. The attack was repulsed.

"The Russians Stave repulse* a Japanese attack upon Port Arthur. Four Japanese hattleships were damaged and run aground " 
The Consul's despatch adds that the attack occurred last night and indicates that tho ships stranded near Port Arthur. 


SHANGHAI, February 23-1:35 P. M.-The Russian Consul and Commander of the Russian Gunboat Mandjurf now In these waters 


received an official telegram today announcing that the Japanese made a futile attack on Port Arthur last night. 


The despatch added that six vessels were reported to be disabled, but that the character and nationality of ships were unknown.

details of the new Japanese-Korean 


1 treaty have been announced at the 


State Department, which confines It- 
self for the present to the brief an- 
nouncement of the . treaty's conclu- 
sions. It is known, however, that Ko- 
rea, in turn, gives Japan extensive 
military rights and the'officials here 
regard the negotiation of the treaty as 
a declaration by Japan of her protec- 
torate over the Hermit Kingdom, and 
a move which has long been expected. 
It is supposed that Japan is given the 
right to fortify Korea in any way 
she wishes and practically, assume con- 
trol of all Korea's defenses. 


This declaration of a protectorate 


over Korea by Japan, of course, re- 
moves Korea-'from the rank of neutral 
powers and makes the Hermit King- 
dom as legitimate a field for military 
operations as Japan itself. 


Although Count Cassinl had not re- 


ceived a formal notification of the 
treaty's confirmation, he was informed 
of it by Mr. Hay. 


The Ambassador was not surprised, 


in view of his recent advices from M. 
Pavaloff, the Russian Minister at Seoul, 
who was aware of Japan's efforts in 
this direction. 


Russia, it is said, will not abandon 


her contention for the independence of 
Korea, and. will refuse . to recognize 
Japan's right to establish the protec- 
torate provided for in the treaty. The 
Ruesian Ambassador, in his conver- 
sation with the Secretary, pointed out 
that Japan's discrimination had come 
too late to be observed by Russia, as 
the St. Petersburg Government already

terday's hearing of the charge against 
Benson, Harlan, a clerk In the land di- 
vision of the Interior Department, un- 
der sharp cross-examination by 
At- 


torney J. C. Campbell, confessed that 
he had been instructed by the Secre- 
tary o£ the Interior Hitchcock, acting 
in conjunction with 
Secret 
Service 


Agent Burns, to send Benson a letter 
offering him a confidential report of 
the department. Harlan admitted that 
he did not have such a report, but 
merely followed the 
verbal 
instruc- 


tions of his superiors. 
He 
testified 


further that the work he performed for 
Benson was done after office hours and 
he did not consider that he was doing 
any wrong and that Benson at 
no 


time 
asked 
him to 
perform 
any 


wrongful act. 


On the other hand, Benson told him 


distinctly that he did not desire to see 
this confidential report that had been 
offered 
by 
direction 
of 
Secretary 


Hitchcock. 
He had, however, at va- 
rious times, being hard pressed, writ- 
ten to Benson for money. 
The latter 


invariably responded to the appeals 
for assistance. 
Judge Campbell and the lawyers for 
the defense are 
inclined to 
attach 


much importance 
to Harlan's testi- 


mony yesterday as-tending to show 
that Benson committed no crime, as 
he could not have bribed a mere clerk, 
who, in fact, had no 
official 
duties, 
possessed by a written act o.f Con- 
gress or the department. They con- 
tend that if Benson is culpable the 
Secretary of the Interior is equally so, 
as he entered into the conspiracy with 
Benson.
